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i. Foreign broadcasts are listened to widely by the Rumanian population. 
Telephone traffic is shavply reduced during the scheduled times for 
such broadcasts, and svo1 labor unions are reported to terminate their 
meetings before these b7 oadcasts. 


2. The preferences of Rurvunian listeners are tha Voice of America, AB, 
and Radio Paris, in tt order. Rumanian broadcasts of Radio Ankara 
and Radio Madrid are considered to be too extreme in character. 
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
